From Bruſſels the 4 of September. 

Vpon the 29 of Auguſt, Dov Gonzales de Cordua ar- 
riuedearly in the morning with his Army betwixt the 
Abbey of rileers,and the Lordſhip of Tilly,neere vnto 
Flury in walſhbrabant about foure leagues from hence, 
Count Marsfeild is likewiſe reſolutely marcht on,not- 
withſtanding Dew Coranas approches, & ſenta Trum- 
pet vnto him, to know whether hee would fight with 
him,or grant him free paſſage. Whereupon Do# Cor- 

 duaan{wered, that hee would ftay his paſſage, and 
would reſiſt him vnto the laſt man, Vpon this an- 
ſwere, Mansfeild cauſed our Horſe (which were tew 
and weary)firſt to be aſſaulted by a 1300 ofthis Horſe, 
and afterwards with a to00 of his Horſe, and after- 
' wards with a' 1000 more; | and-laſt of all compaſſed 
them with all his forces,which were ordered asa halfe 
Moone;and they.ſetſo fiercely vpon our, that it ſee- 
med ahe Enemy had the Victory; and they gotat the 
ſame inſtant one of our Pieces, a greatdeale of our 
Baggage,beſides great ſtore ofmony, But afterwards 
when our Foote ſuccoured our Horſe, they ſet fo 
| brauely vpon our enemies, that they drouc them back 


 againe,and played with our Ordnance amongſt them, 


ſo that they had enough rt5doeto beate themſelues 
through our forces, and are ſo by ſtrong hand paſt 
thorow our Country, Duke Chriſtian of 8runſwick is 
ſhotin his Arme;'which becauſe he was infected of a 
burning cold,is cut afterwards off,the young Duke of 
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 allpreſents for his King. 
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and Commanders are flaine vpon-the place, and a- 


mongſt many priſoners, there'is taken a Rhyne-graue. 


" Atour fide arckilld the Spaniſh Collonell Dox Frex- 


ciſco de Guenarra, beſides fiue of his Captaines, The 
Count of 1{e»burg hath but two Captaines left ſer- 
ufceable in health, tha other are all flaine or wounded, 
The enemie hath loſt about 2500, and we about 700. - 
Wee haue gotten ſeuen Cornets, and one Enfigne of 
the enemies,and the ſame haue been preſented to day 
to the Infanta, Many wounded fouldiers are brought 
hicher,and as many to Namar,the greateſt part of them 
being of Mansferlds forces,they are through the com- 
mand of our holy and pious Princeſſe, cured with all 
care,wherof ſome arc healed, but they die for the moſt 
part. VVhen the enemy-was paſt by, Dow Corduacon:- 
manded the Collonel Ganchier to follow him with the 
Horſe. The next day he incountred with the enemies 
betwixt Saint Trayden and Turgers, and flue certaine 
thouſands of thew. - And becauſe they thought thae 
our forces had ſtrengthened themſelues,or that Count 
Henry of the Berg was neare at hand, they made al haſt 
ro come away, and left both their, and our Baggage 
behind,and faued themſclues by flight.

they marched on forthe ſpace of eight dayes ; and fin- 


ding no where any mare or drinke, they fired by the 
way very necre two hundred Villages. And being very 
wearie,and a!moſt ſtarued they were met by Dox Cor- 
aur, who would ftoppe their paſſage, But f-cing that 
there was no other remedie, they ſet yaliantly vpon his 
Forces,and beat through the ſame, and the Encmie 0- 
pening the paſſage, they got two Peeces of Ordnance 
from them. They have had three or foure Encoun- 
ters with the Enemie; in which, on both ſides, diuerſe 
werelaine. The Duke of Branſwickes Horlemen per- 


cciuing that Fez was hurt, fainted, and would haue 0- 


therwiſe quite ouerthrowne the Enemies Campe: 
but neuertheleſſe;his Forces haue ſuſtained the greater 
dammage,

Since my arriuall here, there is little paſt, worth the 
_ writing,although there paſſeth neueraday nor night, 
8 but they beſtow ſome Buillers one vpon another, The 
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Jaſt night there was.a great fire ina corner of the Eng-

mies Campe towards Roofendall 3 Whereupon three 


Peeces of Ordnance were diſcharged, Vhat this be- 
tokens, wee cannot tell. Don Cordus is two or three 
dayes agoe arrived with his Forces.in Spino/a's Camp, 
whereupon the Ordenance of the Towne playes fierce- 
ly. Iris not onely ſtrange, but likewiſe incredible, to 
belecue, how many ſundry and new Workes here are 


-dayly made to defend the Citie; as likewiſe, what rare 


Weapons here are inuented to be vſed. . VVhen the 
Enemies afſault our VWorkes, as ſtrange Truſhes to 
knocke the Climbers downe, and Hookes to pierce 
their Bodyes, and draw them vpon the Walls ſudden. 
ly. To be bricfe, vnleſſe God be diſpoſed to puniſh 
our ſinnes, the Towne hath no reaſon to feare the 
Sicge. Likewiſe, to driue the Enemies from thence, 
there is bur ſmall hope, vnleſſe their Conuoyes be 
kept backe , that they may get no Viftuals from 
Antwerpe , and then: the Cooke will make them to

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T A IRVE DELINEATION AND 
'Deſcription of the great Fight. or Batrellfought + 
the 29.0f Au guſt,1622. betwixt Cravt Mans- 
field and RN Dukeof Brunſwick on the one . 
ſide and Don Gonzales.deCordua 
onthe other ſide; betwixt Gem- 
blours aud Flory. 


He King of Bohemia hoping, that by the i inter- 
ceſſton and 'intermedling of. his Maieſtie of 
© Great Britatze , an agreement ſhould be. made 
| berwixe the Emperour,che King of 5parxe,and him; he 
retyred with his Army aur ot the Palatrmare: and paſ- 
fog through Alatia,Sirazburg,and Lotteringia, arri Foy 
at laftat Seday, where hee diſmiſſed the ſame, ſtaying 
himfelte by his Vnckle,the Duke of Boxillos. Where- 
-upon the Army being ſerat libertie, reſolued to ſerye 
the States of the Vnited/Prouinces,and to march thi- 
ther through the Prouinces belonging vnto the King 
of Spaize, being condudted by Count Marsfield-and 
the Duke Chriſt1az of: Brunſwick, The 1nfanta hauing 
notice of this Defigne, commanded Doz Cords in all 
| haſte rocomewith his Forces out of the Palatinate, to 
reſiſt this Army; and-canfed-likewiſc,to the ſame pur- 
poſe.a great number of Boores to be in Armes. Count 
Mansfield perceiuing certaine Boores vpon the way, at 
His firſt entry of the Low-Countries, would notmed- 
dle with them, ſaying, That it would be no credite for 
bim to fight with Boores. Bur ſoone afrer, wee met 
with twelue Companies of. Boores, which w. 
our paſſage. Whercupon Duke Chriftien commanded ; 
a held-Piece with ſmal Bullets to be diſcharged againſt 
them; 3 whereupon they fled, and retyred into a VeOug. 
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(13) - 
And Count Mavsfieldas likewiſe the Duke hri/f/ay of 
Brunſwick commanded the Villages thereabouts to be 
fired; which was alfo performed. This was ten Leagues 
from Gamblours; where we receiued Doy Cordua's Let- | 
ter, declaring, that hee was reſfolued to fight withvs. 
Whereupon wee elpying afterwards Don Gonzales 
Campe, wee ſet our Forces 'in Barttell-array. Duke 
Chriſtian aſſaulted the enemie firſt with 600. horſe: The 
Count of Sram followed preſently with his Regi- 
ment ; the like did Count Harmay, and diuerſe other 
Counts and Lords : afterwards Count Maxsfie/d, the 
Count of Ortenburg,the Rhinegrane,and Colonel Phech, 
euery one with their ſeueral Regiments came to ſecond 
the other; as likewiſe the Regiment of the Duke of 
Saxon, Weymar, and the Landgraue of Hrſſex; and they 
fell ſo valiantly vpon the cnemie, that they cauſed him 
to retire, At the firſt encounter, the Horſe of the ene- 
mic fled, whereupon we aſſaulted his Foot;and Count 
Mansfield, and Count Harman, went to take the Ord- 
nance of the enemie : which they did,and cauſed them 
twice to bediſcharged vpon ourenemies, hoping that 
our Foot would haue come on. but did not; ſo that we 
were forced afterwards to leaue them againe : Neuer- 
theleſſe,our two Peeces played vpon the enemies Foot 
without miſſing ; and their Ordnance did not annoy 
vs, becauſe it ſtood too high,and ſhot over our Camp. 
In the meane time, the Count of Marsfield, the Duke 
Chriſtian,and the Count of Ottenburg rode about the 
Army, encouraging the Souldiers to fight valiantly, 
and didthemfelues the like; by reaſon whereof,diuerſe 
Lords and Officers on our fide are hurt, but few {laine. 
Dike Chriſtzan had on his backe a Vhite Sattin Don- 
blet,and a Blew Feather vpon his head; and having his 
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fleeues drawne vp, hee ſlaſhed bravely among the ene- 
-mies with his Sword, but was afterwards hurt with a 
ſhor in his Arme. On the enemies fide, there are di- 
vers Commanders, and a great number of the com- 
mon Souldiers ſlaine, and notwithſtanding wee baue 
loſt many, they haue loſt more, and (God be prayſed) 
wee haue gotten the victoric. , 
The Battel| being ended, wee were ſo wearte, that 
wee could not purſue our victorie , and our Horſes 
could not ftand almoſt any longer vpon their legges,; 
which cauſed vs to reſt for a while, and to-refreſh owr 
ſelues : and the Duke being yer in heat,was conduQted 
out of the Campe at the ſame time by the Count of 
Styrum, and two Gentlemen. But afterwards, wee 
marching againe in Battell-array were within the ſpace 
of a League encountred with diuerſe Boores , and o- 
thers, which would ſtoppe our paflage : but wee ſer 
vpon them,and flew foure hundred of the ſamegthe reft 
wee bereft the next Morning of their Apparrell and 
Armes. And from thence wee went ſtraight on, ta- 
king our way towards Tongeren, where wee ſtrengthe- 
ned our ſelues alirtle,and rarryed a while for the Horſe 
and Foor which were behind ; and our Horſe bein 


well accompanied, marched the ſame Night within fix 
Leagues of Breda.
